Spwit, as Paul ſaith, the firjt man Adam wits made « living Soul, 
ſecond a quicking Spirit yet going our from that whereumeo he 
hound have kept in, the Serpent garncd his dominion over him, 
and ſa the ewſe came, but now the promiſe and Covenant of 
eternall wiſdome being come to reſtare by the lghe into che 
ſecond Adams life, which is a glory far exceeding that of the 
firſt, and many being entered chereinco-aceording.to the faith» 
fulnefſe of God working his own work in theſe the latter dazes, 
excludeth the Children and Serd of reproach ſrom the ſeat of
